T u rk i s h territory, while at th e s a m e 
tim e o th e r foreign n ations have es 
tabltshed and are co n duc ting post of­ 
fices th e re without Interference. 
C o nsiderable 
irritation 
has 
been 
felt h ere also o v er tlie m u r d e r of an 
Italian ml- sionary in Tripoli and th e 
prosecution by ih e Ottoman a u t h o ri ­ 
ties of n atives who hav e sold land to 
Italians, but th e present action of th e 
Italian g o v e r n m e n t is b ased prim arily 
on th e posttrffiee question. 
With re 
g a r d to this, however, th e T u rk is h 
a m b a s s a d o r in Rome has pointed out 
in an interview that his governm ent 
h a s 
in no in s t a n c e g rante d 
to th e 
co u n trie s in question such privilege, 
although it has " tolera ted ” the post- 
offices w hich th ey main tain ed. 
For years it has been telt in gov­ 
e r n m e n t circles in Rome that T u rk e y 
h a s been ta king ad v a n ta g e of th e in* 
t e r n a t Jonal situation to act in a h ig h ­ 
handed m a n n e r to w ard Italians, s h o w ­ 
ing but little respect for Italian rights. 
T h i s 
g o v ern m en t, 
it 
is 
stated, has 
been indulgent, not w ishing to cause 
com plications which might e n d a n g e r 
the accord of th e powers with regard 
to th e O tto m a n or th e Balkan prob­ 
lems. 


Opposition on Part of Turkey. 


In addition 
th e re h a s been much 
opposition on th e part of T u rk e y to 
all peaceful Italian initiativ e in Tripoli, 
and m a t t e r s reached a climax when 
Italy asked 
for permission 
to open 
postoffices in T u rk i s h territory, w here 
o t h e r powers already w ere astablished, 
and met with w hat is considered by

Justifiable refusal, for besides being 
an acquired right, Italy considers tha* 
sh e is entitled to claim it according 
to treatie s betw e en th e tw o countries 
g ran tin g

A p p aren tly T u rk e y cam e to ’he con 
elusion that 
the Italian governm ent 
would n e v e r resort to e x t re m e m e a s ­ 
ures. in 
view of th e fact 
that 
th e 
M acedonian 
problem Is pending, for 
the s e ttle m e n t of which th e accord of 
t h e powers is indis pensable, and sh e 
went so far as to o r d e r d et a c h m e n t s 
of troops to guard th e Italian post 
offices a;id tints prevent th e work from 
b eing carried on. 
To this provocation th e Italian a d ­ 
m inistration felt that it could only re­ 
ply with coercive m e a s u re s , in ord e r 
to protect 
the dig nity of Italy and 
safeguard her rights. 
In issuing or­ 
ders for a demonstration of Italian 
w arships in Turkish waters, Italy d e­ 
sired clearly to show that she did not 
w ish to take advantage of the situa 
tion for the purpose of occupying any 
territory. 
Thus 
the 
demonstration 
will not occur off Tripoli, nor is it in­ 
tended to influence the Balkan prob­ 
lem s by directing the fleet towards 
Albania or Macedonia. 
T he squadron 
w ill go direct to Asia Minor. 
Great satisfaction is felt here and 
It is stated that all the powers have 
approved Italy’s decision to take re 
course to force if necessary to protect 
her interests, which is an indication 
that they believe that Italy has no In­ 
tention of permanent territorial occu­ 
pation. 
It is learned that eight destroyers 
Join the squadron.

liquor. 
T w o m e m b e r s of this su b -com m itte e 
of

se n a te 
Judiciary 
c om m ittee , 
S en a to rs Nelson of M innesota and Ba­ 
con of Georgia, hold th e opinion that 
it is within th e pow er of co n g re ss a b ­ 
solutely to prohibit th e e n t ry of liquor

Wounded and the Insane Man Ends 


His Own Life After Being Shot by a 


Negro Porter.

attem pt of local police officers to a r ­ 
rest J. E. Hull here.

The wounded men are Night W atch­ 
men R. P. Pollock and J. E. Basham. 
Hall, who was tawenty-tw o jea rs 
old and the son of a Johnson county 
farmer, was returning to his home on 
a Missouri Pacific train from a irip 
to a neighboring town, when, It is be­ 
lieved, he suddenly lost his mind. The 
officers here were notified and when 
the train arrived City Marshal Ryan 
and the two watchm en of the town 
were at the station. 
As Hall got off 
the train 
the officers 
attempted 
to 
m ake 
the 
arrest. 
Hall drew 
a 
re­ 
volver and at the first shot Marshal 
Ryan fell dead, shot through the head. 
Other 
shots 
followed 
and 
Night 
W atchman Basham fell, shot through 
the lungs. 
.Night W atchman Pollock 
received what is believed to be a tnor 
tal 
wound 
in 
the 
abdomen. 
Hall 
started to run from the scene but was 
shot by the negro porter of a local 
hotel. 
After shooting the officers, Hall ran 
up the stairw ay In the lobby and stood 
on the landing as the porter flred at 
him. 
He then staggered into an al­ 
cove off the landing and another shot 
was heard. 
When Hall was found he 
was dead and his powder-burned shirt 
showed that he had be* n shot a third 
time, through the heart, supposedly by 
himself. 
Basham is not expected to 
recover. 


Te rm of Aliened Victim of Mistaken 
Identity Expires. 


Concord, N. H., April 20.— Adhering 
firmly to his story that he was a vie 
tlm of m istake n identity, a prisoner 
known as Max Shinborn, a bank burg

that his real n a m e is Henry E. Woe 
bus and he m a d e num erous u n s u c c e s s ­ 
ful a t t e m p t s to have th e courts con­ 
s ider his claims. 
In the police rec ords of this co u n ­ 
try 
and

th e n a m e 
of

S h in b o rn is w ritten large as a daring, 
ex p e r t and successful safeblower.

is 
es tim ated 
that 
in

of 
burglaries

gang 
m o re t h a n $2,000,000 was Hoi on with 
in ten years. 
In addition to th e Walpole robbery, 
which 
was com m itted 
on

21. 
1865, Shin born is said to have been 
th e head of a gang which in 
1809 
broke into the vaults of th e Ocean 
bank on G reenw ich street, New York, 
and goi aw ay with $1,000,000 worth of 
plunder.

robbery of th e Boyleston bank In Bos 
ton, th e West Maryland bank in Bal­ 
tim o re and 
th e 
M a n h att an 
Savin gs 
b an k in New York. 
It was more than thirty years after 
Shinhorn’s conviction for the Walpole 
robbery, and his subsequent 
esca p e 
from prison here that he was brought 
back to Concord to 
finish 
his 
ten 
years’ sentence. 
Meanwhile he had 
been living in Belgium, where he bore 
the title of "count” and 
moved 
in 
aristocratic circles. 
Shinborn is now seventy-six years 
of age, but is well preserved.

am bassador in Rome has pointed out 
in an interview that his governm ent 
has in no instance granted to the 
countries in question such privilege, 
although it has “tolerated” the post- 
offices which they maintained. 
For years it has been telt in gov­ 
ernment circles in Rome that Turkey 
has been taking advantage of the in­ 
ternational situation to act in a high­ 
handed manner toward Italians, show­ 
ing but little respect for Italian rights. 
This governm ent, it is stated, has 
been indulgent, not wishing to cause 
complications which might endanger 
the accord of the powers with regard 
to the Ottoman or the Balkan prob­ 
lems. 
Opposition on Part ef Turkey. 


In addition there has been much 
opposition on the part of Turkey to 
all peaceful Italian initiative In Tripoli, 
and m atters reached a climax when 
Italy asked for permission to open 
postoffices in Turkish territory, where 
other powers already were astablished, 
and met with what is considered by 
the administration here as 
an un­ 
justifiable refusal, for besides being 
an acquired right, Italy considers that 
she is entitled to claim it according 
to treaties between the two countries 
granting her the privileges of the 
most favored nation. 
Apparently Turkey came to the con 
elusion th a t the Italian governm ent 
would never resort to extrem e m eas­ 
ures, in view' of the fact th a t the 
Macedonian problem is pending, for 
the settlem ent of which the accord of 
th e powers is indispensable, and she 
w ent so far as to order detachm ents 
of troops to guard the Italian post 
offices apd thus prevent- the work from 
being carried en. 
To this provocation the Italian a d ­ 
m inistration felt that it could only r e ­ 
ply with coercive m easures, in order 
to protect the dignity of Italy and 
safeguard her rights. 
In issuing or­ 
ders for a demonstration of Italian 
warships in Turkish waters, Italy de­ 
sired clearly to show that she did not 
wish to take advantage of the situa­ 
tion for the purpose of occupying any 
territory. 
Thus 
the 
demonstration 
will not occur off Tripoli, nor is it in­ 
tended to influence the Balkan prob­ 
lem s by directing the fleet towards 
Albania or Macedonia. 
The squadron 
will go direct to A sia Minor. 
Great satisfaction is felt here and 
It Is stated that all the powers have 
approved Italy’s decision to take re­ 
course to force if necessary to protect 
her interests, which is an indication 
that they believe that Italy has no in­ 
tention of permanent territorial occu­ 
pation. 
It is learned that eight destroyers 
*1/111 join the squadron. 


as a com plete surprise to the Russian 
government officials and to the mem­ 
bers of the diplomatic corps, as it 
has not been preceded by any intim a­ 
tion of the existence of a dispute be­ 
tween Turkey and Italy. 
The various 
diplomats and the Russian foreign of­ 
fice officials heard the news with a 
great show of interest, the concensus 
of opinion being that this action on 
the part of Italy is of great signifi­ 
cance, occurring as it does just at the 
tim e that the sultan’s best friend, Em­ 
peror W illiam of Germany, is visit­ 
ing in the Mediterranean.

ion is expressed here that Italy’s bold 
example in dealing with Turkey will 
lead to more vigorous intervention on 
the part of Great Britain and Russia 
in behalf of Macedonia.

F arm s in the lowlands are greatly 
damaged and hundreds of head of live 
Block have been drowned. 
The situa­ 
tion is serious and the worst of the 
rise is yet to reach that point. 
T he Cotton Belt road has lost many 
of its bridges and it is not attem pting 
to run trains. 
The crest of the flood has reached 
Fort Worth and the water has begun 
to recede. 
At one time the city park 
and vicinity was inundated to a depth 
of

feet. 
Between 
Fort 
Worth and North Fort Worth, where 
the packing houses are located, the 
water reached a depth of six to seven 
feet,. 
Fully *3,000 persons, principally of 
the poorer classes, were driven from 
their hom es in the submerged district.

Congress May Keep Liquor 
Out of Dry States. 


SENATOR NELSON’S OPINION 


Holds That It Is Within tbs Power of 


Congreee to Absolutely Prohibit the 


Entry of Liquor in Interstate Com­ 


merce Into Prohibition States. 


W ashington, April 20.—What are ad­ 
mitted to be the most Important opin­ 
ions that have been given by the law­ 
yers of the present congress are those 
Just issued by the five members of 
the judiciary com m ittee of the senate 
relating to the liquor legislation pend­ 
ing in congress covering the question 
of the transportation of liquor in In­ 
terstate 
commerce, 
especially 
into 
states which have prohibitory laws 
against the manufacture and sale of 
liquor. 
Two m em bers of this sub-committee 
of the senate Judiciary committee, 
Senators Nelson of M innesota and Ba- 
con of Georgia, hold the opinion that 
it is within the power of congress ab­ 
solutely to prohibit the entry of liquor 
in 
interstate 
commerce 
into 
those 
states. 
In other words, that congress 
has power to so legislate th at the 
laws of the states, enacted under the 
police powers of the states, shall be­ 
come operative to cover liquor shipped 
in Interstate com merce upon Us entry 
Into such prohibition states, and be­ 
fore the liquor reaches the consignee. 
Senators Knox of Pennsylvania, Ful­ 
ton of Oregon and Rayner of Mary- 
i land unite in holding that congress 
has no such power under the Constitu- 
i tion. 


j 
Senator Nelson's opinion on this 
1 subject is regarded as by far the most 
luminous and vigorous of any that has 
been given in either house of congress 
in favor of the power of congress to 
deal with this subject.

After shooting the officers, Hall ran 
up the stairway In the lobby and stood 
on the landing as the porter fired at 
him. 
He then staggered Into an al­ 
cove off the landing and another shot 
was heard. 
W hen Hall was found he 
was dead and his powder-burned shirt 
showed that he had been shot a third 
time, through the heart, supposedly by 
him self.

Laws to protect birds,

•ll kinds will soon begin their destruc­ 
tive work on the farmers crops. 
To 
offset this the following appeal to save 
the birds made by William Dutcher. 
chairman of the protection committee 
of the American Ornithologists union 
Is of timely Interest: 
According to the census of 1900 there 
were in the United States the enor­ 
m ous number of 5.739.057 farms, with 
a total acreage of 841.2 11,546 
The val­ 
uation of these farm lauds is placed at 
the sum of $20,514,001,838 
The labor 
of the farmer and fruit grower Is re­ 
paid by products to the value of $4,739.- 
118.752 per year 
It is said that in­ 
sects and rodents destroy products an 
Dually to the astonishing money value 
of $200,000,000. even with the birds 
as protectors. 
Try to imagine what 
the additional loss would be were all 
the birds destroyed 
They are rapidly decreasing in num 
liers, and unless the large and most 
vitally Interested class of the popula 
lion. the agrieulturists. awaken to the 
gravity of the situation and absolutely 
demand that no more beneficial birds 
be killed for any purpose whatever 
they will soon feel the result In an in-

creasing annual loss in actual dollars I 
nnd cents 
A difference of I per cent

in the value of the farm products in 
the United States each year amounts

to the enormous sum of $47,391,187. 
Birds are now killed by human agen­ 
cies for three purposes only—for food, 
wantonly h.v men and boys and for m il­ 
linery ornaments. 
For food only a 
very few arc shot—that is. the game 
birds, and those only during restricted 
portions of the year—so they do not 
materially effect the result 
That many 
birds are destroyed wantonly Is un- ! 
deniable 
Men who claim to be sports- j 
men, hut who are not. kill thousands 
each year simply for practice In wing 
shooting, and boys with their arain 
ii lent of air guns aud pea shooters kill 
a far greater num lier than Is realized 
by the public. 
There is uo excuse for shooting the 
third class of birds, as their value as 
millinery ornam ents is far less than 
their value as Insect destroyers. 
Be 
sides this, contrast the difference in 
the money value of the two Interests 
that are opposed to each other 
By the 
census of RNK) we find that the total 
capital invested in the millinery and 
lace trade Is $37,970,056 and the value 
of the manufactured goods in 
1899 
was $97,959,496 
Place the two luter 
ests side by side, $20,000,000,000 as 
against $38,000,000: again, an annual 
product of $4,739,000,000 as against 
$98.000 000. I ask and wish that I could 
shout my question in a voice so loud 
j 
and clear that every man, woman and 
j 
child in this broad land of ours could ' 
hear it—Have the milliners, with tbeii ; 
paltry interests, any right to Jeopardize 
the safety of the agricultural inter- j 
ests 7 
A difference of only I per cent in the 
annual product of our farms and gar 
dens amounts to more than the entire 
millinery 
and 
lace 
interest 
in 
the 
United States. 
Will the farmers and 
fruit growers remain silent much ion 
ger and permit the birds, their best 
friends, to be killed that a trifling in 
terest like the millinery trade may 
make a few more dollars at the sacri­ 
fice of so much that Is beautiful as 
well as of economic value? 
The law should be very clear and 
explicit upon this point, that the pos 
session of the body or plumage of any 
of our native wild birds shall be con­ 
clusive proof that the same was ob 
tained in violation of the statute. 
This 
would stop the 
wanton killing and 
traffic in wild bird plumage at once 
and would afford the survivors abso­ 
lute protection. 
Laws to protect birds, 
however, no matter how good they 
may be, are useless unless they are 
enforced or unless there is a public 
sentiment in favor of bird protection 
This sentim ent is the very goal that 
all bird lovers are striving for, and it 
may be attained in many different 
ways. 
For want of space I suggest only a 
few of the many methods that could 
be used to create sentim ent: 
First.—Let the members of the women's 
clubs, the Christian Endeavor societies, 
the Epworth leagues and the Young Peo­ 
ple’s Christian associations have an addi­ 
tional aim. 
It is to love God's wild birds 
as well as his human children. 
If all 
the members of these bodies will pledge 
themselves to refrain from killing their 
little brothers of the air and absolutely 
refuse to wear the plumage of any wild 
birds as ornaments, then a great advance 
will have been made toward the better 
protection of our birds. 
Second.—Let the true sportsman insist 
upon it that the pseudo sportsman re­ 
spect the laws and refrain from potting 
game birds or killing non-game birds as a 
pastime. 
Third.—Have all of the vast number of 
school children 
In 
the country taught 
ornithology in the schools, from the kin­ 
dergarten to the college, In order that 
they may know the economic value of 
birds and thus be made theii protectors. 
Fourth —Let the farm ers’ clubs and in 
ititutes take up the subject of bird pro­ 
tection. for it is of vital importance to 
them. 
There is no other class to whom 
the subject appeals so strongly from the 
economic side as to the agriculturist or 
the fruit grower 
The farmers of the 
present day are much more advanced in 
their methods than were their ancestors 
oven those of a few generations back. 
Farming is now done largely on scien­ 
tific principles, helped by study and re­ 
search in chemistry, etc. During the yea* 
1899 the farm ers of the United State* 
paid for labor alone the sum of $365,SOS,-

his labors to be rewarded, are rapidly 
being destroyed simply because the farm ­ 
er has not made himself acquainted with 
the good they do him. 
The birds protect 
the farmer. 
They 
work for him more faithfully and contin­ 
uously than any other helper he can get. 
Let the farm er recognize tills and in turn 
let him protect the birds 
It would be a 
wise 
Investment in actual 
dollars and 
cents for every farm ers club and insti­ 
tute in this land to employ an ornitholo­ 
gist to teach the names of the birds 
about them and the part that each one 
takes in the preservation of nature's bal­ 
ance. 
I believe that when the farmers, 
their wives and their children once be­ 
come well acquainted with the good the 
birds do in the meadows and orchards, 
the gardens and forests, it will be dan­ 
gerous for any one to destroy one of the 
feathered helpers.

He accomplishes results w ith­ 
out noise. 
He makes himself lndis 
pensable and becomes not only the 
right hand, but the shield and the 
memory, of his chief. 
The great fact 
th at has forced itself into the public 
mind concerning Cortelyou is that he 
makes good. 
In the many positions he 
has held, extending all the way from 
stenographer to secretary of the treas- 


ever known,” was Grover Cleveland’s 
m ature judgment. 
President McKinley made Mr, Cortel­ 
you assistant secretary and finally sec­ 
retary. 
During the trying days of the 
Spanish war, although John Addison 
Porter was secretary 
in name, the 
president learned to rely on Cortelyou, 
w’hose retentive memory, energy, tact 
and method made him invaluable to 
his w’orried chief. 
Before the coming of Cortelyou the 
private secretaries had been regarded 
as Jokes, the butts for the paragraphed 
of the country. 
The former stenog­ 
rapher brought the office into respect 
and organized the White House force 
as never before. 
Practically President For a Week. 
Ills greatest trial came at the time 
of McKinley's assassination. 
Despite 
the stunning blow this was to him 
personally, he had to put aside his 
grief and take charge of everything. 
For a w’eek he w’ns practically presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
In that crisis the quiet and capable 
secretary lived up to the estim ate al­ 
ready made of him by his stricken 
chief. 
“Cortelyou is a wonderful fellow,” 
said President McKinley. 
“He never 
loses his head.” 
It would be hard to im agine three men 
more divergent In their characters, 
methods and tastes than Grover Cleve­ 
land. William McKinley and Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
That Secretary Cortelyou 
has served under all of them and has 
elicited praise from each shows his 
capacity and versatility. 
Says Roose­ 
velt: 
“Cortelyou has a rem arkable grasp 
of public men and public questions.” 
The story of Cortelyou’s organiza­ 
tion of the departm ent of commerce 
and labor and of his reorganization of 
the postoffice and treasury departm ents 
has never been fully told. 
No one can 
realize Its Importance w’ho has not 
been In W ashington and witnessed the 
rod tape and the antiquated and un­ 
businesslike methods th at cumber the 
government 
machine. 
Routine, 
bu­ 
reaucracy and precedent are all power­ 


ful. 
Everything runs In a rut, em­ 
ployees do things as their predecessors 
•lid before them, and there Is no buoy­ 
ancy, flexibility or progress in the en­ 
tire grind. 
It Is this which kills In­ 
dividual initiative, ambition and hope 
in the breasts of inferior government 
servants. 
They are slaves to a sys­ 
tem. and to an out of date, cumber­ 
some system at that. 
No wonder they 
get so out of the habit of work. 


No Slight Task. 
Secretary Cortelyou has gone far to 
ward changing this inefficient, idiotic 
and deadly system of doing things, or. 
rather, of not doing them. He has cut 
red tape, has introduced longer hours, 
has put more hope, spirit and ginger 
Into the men. has inaugurated more up 
to dnte methods and has actually or­ 
ganized the departm ents with which 
he has had to do into some semblance 
of common sense. 
This has been no 
slight task, and even he. with his re­ 
m arkable ability as an organizer, has 
been Hble to traverse only a small part 
of the distance toward the goal. But 
he at least has gone In the right direc­ 
tion, aided by the powerful and virile 
Influence of President Roosevelt, and 
that is more than anybody else has 
done In the memory of man. 
When chairman of the Republican 
national committee Mr. Cortelyou also 
Introduced some of this system into Its 
affairs to the surprise and disgust of 
the old time politicians. Here the prob­ 
lem was different. The fault with pa 
Utica I committees is not red tape or 
mildewr. 
hut 
looseness 
in 
business 
methods. From the hail fellow, hearty. 
wide open atm osphere of the old days 
of H anna and Quay Chairm an Cortel­ 
you made headquarters look like a 
great bank or business house. 
To this 
innovation the political W’orkers could 
never grow accustomed. 
But that it 
w’as effective was shown by the re­ 
sults. 
George Bruce Cortelyou w’as born in 
New York. July 26. 1862. He gradu­ 
ated from the Hempstead Institute and 
State Normal school of M assachusetts. 
He m arried the daughter of Dr. Hinds, 
the president of the first named school. 
He was for a time a teacher and stud­ 
ied music, hut decided early to take a 
thorough course in shorthand and be- I 
come a law reporter. 
He was a pre- ! 
natatory school principal In New York 
from ISS5 to 1880, when he entered the 
public service. 
Fie was private secre­ 
tary to the postoffice inspector at New 
York and the surveyor of the port of 
the sam e city. 
He then became pri­ 
vate secretary to the fourth assistant I 
postm aster general. 
This was under 
the Harrison adm inistration, and his 
record was so good that, though he of- 1 
fered to resign, he w’as continued tin 
der Cleveland. 
As !>efore referred to, Mr. Cortelyou 
was made confidential stenographer to 
the president In November. 181)5; pro­ 
moted to executive clerk In February. ! 
181X5; appointed assistant secretary to 
President McKinley on July I, 1808; 
made secretary to the president on ! 
April 13. 1000; reappointed by Pres! 
dent Roosevelt Sept. IO. 1001; made 
the first secretary of the department of 
commerce and labor Feb. IG. 1003: J 
elected chairman of the Republican na- j 
tional committee on June 23, 1004; ap- I 
pointed postmaster general on March j 
7, 1905. and on March 4. 1907, was 
made secretary of the treasury. 
A Dazzling Career. 
In less than thirteen years, there­ 
fore, he has been confidential man to ; 
three presidents, has held three cabinet ! 
portfolios and has been genera) of the > 
dom inant party in the most victorious i 
campaign of modern times. 
W ith such a dazzling career before J 
their eyes, no wonder the spiritless and i 
dejected government clerks at Wash- ; 
ington have picked up heart; no won- I 
der 
all 
stenographers 
think 
more I 
w’orthily of their profession. 
At a dinner given in honor of Cortel- j 
you last year in New York ex-Post- j 
m aster General Charles Emory Smith 
asked this significant question: 
“H as he reached the lim it?” 
Instantly the hundreds of postmas­ 
ters and postal officials gathered from 
all over the land thundered: 
“No.” 
All this of course referred to the 
presidency of the United States. 
Can he teach it? 
Six months ago the prospect looked 
most favorable. 
Cortelyou had about 
him his bright and ambitious young: 
men, with whom lie had revolutionized ! 
the cumbersome service of several de­ 
partments. 
He had organized one of 
the most effective political machines 
ever seen in this country. 
He wras 
working in silence and had made great 
headway before the country awakened I 
to what was going on. 
When the fact 
came to light George B. Cortelyou re­ 
ceived the first serious setback of his * 
career. 
From the effect of th at he is still 
suffering. 
Can he overcome it and 
continue his upward way? 
Cortelyou Is the most taciturn mem­ 
ber of the cabinet. 
He never says 
more than Is absolutely necessary to 
convey his meaning. 
Seldom does he 
give out Interviews. 
During the cam­ 
paign of 1904 the reporters nicknamed 
him “Can’t-tell-you.” 
He does not belong to the type usual­ 
ly known as “good fellow” and never 
tells stories. 
Here is one told con­ 
cerning him, however, that illustrates 
much. 
When postm aster general he 
desired to have automobiles used in­ 
stead of the slower mail wagons. The 
attorney general rendered an opinion 
that It could not be done under the 
law. 
Cortelyou cut the red tape In an 
expeditious manner. 
He found that 
wagons were bought out of the appro­ 
priation and so ordered the buying of 
“horseless" wagons. 
In the same m anner he lopped off a 
five million dollar steal in the weigh­ 
ing of the mails th at congress had re­ 
fused to stop. 
That one act entitles him to th# 
thanks of the American people.
